A protectionist reaction lias set in in 
England. A seat has been won by the 
protectionists in tbo heart of Banca- 
shire, the cradle of free trade. In 
spite of the exertions of John Brigiw, 
who sent into tbo riding a sheaf of let- 
ters in favor of free trade, a protec- 
tionist conservative has been returned 
for Preston over a freotrade liberal 
EcKROYLD, the successful conservative, 
is a cotton spinner. .Hen:r\'*:j Yates 
TiiOMPSOX, the unsuccessful liberal, is 
the editor of the Pali-Mall Gazette. 
The conservative stood upon a pldtform 
of retaliatory duties or reciprocity, of 
tariffs. The liberal announced himself 
as a freetrader of the Lancashire .School. 
The majority of Mr. Eckroyld Avas 
1600, which is substantial evidence of 
the growth of the new movement. The 
victory was acliiovod, too, in spite of 
the large Irish vote being cast for 
Thompson, out of gratitude for the Pall 



Mall's opposition to the COBretOITJlS^ ^cBMental discharge of a riite in the hands 
The election astonished 'bbtli'sides. It' 
was thought that the tory would suc- 
ceed; but no one looked for a majority 
which is so large tliiit it must bo ac- 
cepted as a token of the sympathy of 
th(j working class with the protection 
. vie;Svs„qf Jih.e .tpry candidate. The..woi k- 
ingmen see that tliey are threatened by 
the system whicii tbro«-s open the lujmo 
market to nations who bar their doors 
against Britibli products, Ecickoyld 
and his friends, in reply to the stock 
aphorisms of the free trade speakers, 
simply j)ointed t^ ,the, gangs of oper;. 
atives who Walked the streets on ac- 
count of "short time" at the mills, and 
called upon the manufactiirois to ex- 
plain why "full time" has become a 
rare thing in Lancashire. It was, thov 
claimed, a question between theory and 
• ex'iierien'ce,-' bfitween *the doctrinaires 
and the workiugmen, and the latter 
. Cviay.'Bvrept, the oonstituenoy.-; i-'-WTiafis"^ 
the, use o^ quoting Adam Sami, Bas- 
TlAT or CoBDEN to a 'lot of operatives 
who only know that thuy are out of 
work and who believe tiint the hard 
times are due to the want of a protec- 
tive tarifFI The Tvniea sees in the re 
suit at Preston a sign that it will be 
necessary to Bght the whole battle of 
free trade over again; and the Glasgow 
Herald ack nowledges that even in 
Scotland, the fortress of the liberal 
party, the working classes and manu- 
facturers are beginning to discredit free 
trade, or rather that free trade which 
pits England against nations armed 
with a protective taritf. In reply to a 
deputation of sugar refiners who stated 
that the bouuty-helped refiners of 
Prance have almost closed the colossal 
refineries on the Clyde, iMr. Gladstone 
made remarks which have been inter- 
preted as implying that he is open to a 
charigfi of opinion on the taritfquestion. 
The young liberals, those who are not 
personally identiticd with the Corn Law 
League, are inclined to break away 
from the free trade tradition, to join, if 
not to load, the new movement. The 
cry of Mr. TnoJtPsox's friends at Pres- 
ton was, "vote for cheap hreadj" but 
the magifj of this old slogan was lost 
upon wbrkingmen, to whom "cheap- 
ness" means nothing, when they do not 
earn enough to be able to distinguish it 
from "dearness." "If yon could buy 
bread for tuppence a loaf," said the 
Yankee to the Irish emigrant, "Why 
did yqu come to New York T "Be- 
cause," replied Pat, and there is a 
whole volume of political economy in 
the answer, "Because I could not get 
the tuppence." The day following the 
election the ministerial papers were all 
silent on the great defeat But the 
Globe remarked that the patience of 
the EhglisH'working class is fairly worn 
outi and cbme what may, they insist 
on receiving fair treatment in the 
matter of reciprocal commerce. Upon 
the issue o£ reciprocal commerce the 
next?^gi^at political contest in England 
will be fought. Jughandled free trade 
is a positive injury to Great Britain, 
and the evil is daily growing. Even 
the colonies meet the production of tlie 
Mother Country with a heavy tarifl", 
while her ports are freely thrown open 
to them. In place of being the work- 
shoD of the world, as C'obden predicted 
she would become under Free Trade, 
England is not now her own workshop. 
She is undersold in papers, calicoe.s and 
watches hy the Auiericaiis; in locomo- 
tives by the Dufuh; in woolen gDods by 
the Germans; in sugars and the finer 
wearing falirics bv the French. Can- 
ada suffered from the same cause. Until 
she adopted a tariff of protection Do- 
minion workshops were empty and 
her artisaiib had to emigrate to obtain 
employment. Free trade is well 
enough if it is reci]jrocal. Sut a free 
trade country cannot "maintain its 
comtuenjl^i^aipremfeey; if. all the rest of 
the worfd practices |)rotectioD. The policy 
of the next British government will bo 
to continue free trade relations only 
with those countries that will extend 
to her the same privilege,

It is reported that the Boers 
have attacked bodies of natives and mur- 
dered them because they wore loyal to 
to the Queen and worked for the English. 
Swazics and Transvaal natives express a 
determination to Oght the Boers if left in 
complete possession of the country. 

COLORADO. 
Denver, May 30. — On Thursday the 
west bound stage coach of Barlow & An- 
derson was robbed while paasinc through 
a canyon four miles west of Poncha Springs 
by four masked men. After securing 
S500 and .S3300 in drafts besides a num- 
ber of gold watches and other valuable 
jewelry the coach was allowed to proceed. 
.\bout 10 o'clock the same robbers enter- 
ed a store at Poncha Springs and compel- 
led uvoiy one present to holdup their hands 
and the proprietor to turn overthecontents 
of his safe, amounting to about S4u0. Thoy 
then departed. The leader of the band 
was recognized as Chas. Allison ; a former 
deputy sheriff of San Jose county. Tlic 
remainder are supposed to be members of 
a band of horse thieves who luivo been 
operating around Farriugdon fur months 
past. 

Grading on • the Denver and Western 
railroad is about completed between 
Denver and Longmount, and tracklaying 
has begun. Graders are now at work on 
the line west of Longmonnt. It is not 
yet decided whether the lino through the 
mountain.s will be broad guagc or narrow. 
The road will probably bo in operation 
from Denver to .Longmount by Sept. 1st.

A SEATS' SHOOZ. 
The Samard Oastle Struck 1)7 a Great 

i • * Soa.:- fi 

The recent p.issago of the steamship 
Barnard Castle from San Francisco to 
Departure Bay occupied seven days. The 
The northwest" wind ^howled and raged 
like a very demon from' tho hour the ves- 
sel loft San Francisco until she was half- 
way up the coast. The Barnard Castle 
rises very high out of tho water and, con- 
sequently, her sidos ofTered an enticing 
mark to the hugh waves. Tho ship is 
well appointed, and has powerful machin- 
erj' which is in perfect order; yo_t for sev- 
eral d.ays scarcely any progress vFas made. 
Tho winds r.ived incessantly and tho toin- 
pest-laahed waves raised their white crests 
high above the ship's sides, threatening 
every moment to ovorwholin hur. On 
the fifth day out, when wind and soa 
were at their worst, a remarkable circum- 
stance occurred. A sudden shock was 
felt. A tremendous sea had struck the 
vessel. Every man on board was thrown 
tu tlie dock. The captain un the bridge, 
tho men on duty, tho engineers and coal- 
passors fell flat on their backs. Tho men 
asleep in tho forecastle wore tussed out of 
their bunks with violence. Tho headway 
of tho ship was stopped for a moment and 
she reeled and trembled in every part. 
Tho Barnard Castlo is an iron ship, with 
thick plates and heavy iron timbers, brac- 
ed and bolted through and through. 
Throe of these thick plates wero broken— 
not cracked, simply — but broken; tho 
bolts that held tlioin wero twisted and 
drawn out of their sockets, and four of 
tlio iron timbers wero broken short off 
like pipestenis. A rush of water followed 
tho shock. Tho sea poured tlirough tho 
broken plates and swept the deck from 
stem to stern, rushing into the tirchole 
and into tho cabin, half lilling tho latter. 
Tho bravo stoamor recovered herself in 
an instant and ploughed steadily onward 
again, whilo all hands procoeded to secure 
Iior from further damage. After this 
tremendous assertion of [jower tho wind 
and soa gradually subsidod. Tho next day 
a calm nearly prevailed and the steamship 
reached port without further mishap. 

Marine. 

The ship City of Quebec, Captain Fal- 
coner, arrived at Esquiinalt yesterday 
morning, 251 days from London. She 
loft tho Th.iraas on 20th Sop^ombor and 
mot with lioavy weather in tho cliannel. 
From thence to tho equator very light 
winds. Crossed the line on the 43rd day 
out. Good southeast trades as far as 
Staton Island. Was 21 days rounding tho 
Horn, weather very heavy. Carried away 
mainstays and a quantity of sails. Ex- 
perienced light, baflling winds all tho w.ay 
up to Vancouver Island. Sighted hind 
at Cape Beale on the 26th inst. Spoke 
ship Iron Queen off tho Horn ,frora San 
Francisco for Liverpool; Has six hundred 
tons freight for the navy yard and about 
400 for this city. She is consigned to Find- 
lay, Durham & Brodie and will bo towed 
round to this harbor about Saturday next. 

Tho ship Dorset will leave to-morrow 
morning in tow of tho Alexander for Bur- 
rard Inlet to load lumber at Hastings mill 
for Sydney. 

Ship Detroit pa.ssod down yesterday 
inoraing for San Francisco, landing her 
pilot, Capt. Clements, off this harbor. 
She had a cargo of coal. 

Steamship Barjiard Castlo sailed on 
Sunday at noon Vrom San Francisco for 
Departure Bay, 

The latest charter by Dunsmuir, Digglo 
& Co. is tho colossal British steamship 
Alnwick Castle, which will carry 2700 tons 
of coal. She is said to bo a magnificently 
.appointed vessel and very fast. 

Tho ship Dorset, Oapt. Convex, cast an- 
chor off Williams Head on Monday night. 
After passing Race Rocks light tho wind 
failed and to avoid drifting back tho an- 
chor was let go in 34 fathoms water. She 
left Shanghai on the 12th April and ex- 
perienced heavy winds in the Japan cur- 
rent. Was becalmed about the meridian 
of 180° and mot with light winds for IB 
days. Reached her anchorago in Royal 
Roads yesterday morning, 48 days from 
Shanghai. No passengers, except one 
stowaway, nor any freight for this place. 
Is chartered to load lumber at Hastings 
mill and goes up to Burrard Inlet to-day 
or to-morrow. 

The bark Hazard, Capt. Miller, reached 
tho H. B. Co.'s wharf yesterday morning 
22 days from San Francisco. Experienc- 
ed light northeast winds all tho way up. 
She has 150 tons freight for this city 
which will bo discharged to-morrow. Tho 
brig then goes to Departure Bay for a re- 
turn cargo of coal. 

Tho steamer Etta White towed in the 
brig Hazard yesterday morning and left 
at o'clock last evening for Nanaimo and 
Burrard Inlet. 

Steamer Grapplor returiiud to her wharf 
last evening after taking the iSumatra out- 
side the Cape. She will leave for the 
north this afternoon. 

Tho steamship California is duo from 
Portland ria Port Townsond to-day.

A . SUCCESSFUL CONCERT, 

The Seat Aj&ateurjX>etforsiknoe..for 
Many Tears. 

Last evening's entertainmout by the 
Amateur Orchestra was iu, all respects 
a success. Ftbi^ begihning' to end the 
concert, which was conducted by Mr. 
Ooote M. Chambers, and led by Mr. T. 
Sidney Wilson, was a brilliant and un- 
qualified assertion of tho claim that 
careful practice will enable intelligent 
tunateurs to tread closely upon the 
steps of professional musicians.

Mozart by the Orchestra which having 
been delightfully presented, was followed 
by the part song "Sweet and Low," by 
tho ladies and gentleiuon belonging to tho 
organization.

The Houto Throusrh British Colum- 
bia. 

The ovidonce of Mr. Sandford Fleming 
read with that of Mr. Marcus Smith be- 
fore tho railway commission must havo 
opened people's eyes. Mr. Smith testi- 
fied that having been sent to Brit'sh U.tI- 
umbia expressly to select a route, and that 
having passed six years in tho country, ho 
finally settled upon Bute Inlet as of- 
fering tlie best route for tho railway with 
Esquimau as the terminus; ho prepared a 
map of that route and an exhaustive- re- 
port which ho laid before Mr. Mackenzie, 
who thereupon summoned Mr. Fleming 
from London to Ottawa; and Mr. Fleming 
testifies that, although ho had only visit- 
ed Columbia onco, and then went through 
tho country at ;i racehora» rate of spood, 
at tho request of Mr. jMaokenzio, ho pitch- 
ed upon the Eraser river route, although 
it is notorious that in a former report ho 
had condemned that route. How Mr. 
Mackenzie could have accepted tho judg- 
rnont of Jlr. Fleming (who knew, and 
still knows, but httle about tho province) 
in preference to thu advice of Mr. Smith, 
may probably never be explained; but it 
is painfully evident that Air. Fleming was 
prepared to und did sink his professional 
reputation in an endeavor to please tho 
then dominant Canadian party at Ottawa. 
Having reported in favor of tho Frasor 
river route in obedience to instructions 
from Mr. Mackenzie, tho country will not 
bo suprised to hear that when tho now 
ministry came into power Mr. Fleming 
"wont back" on his previous advico and 
counselled them to prosecute further sur- 
veys before finally adopting tho Fraser 
river route ! ' In fact, there would Boom 
to be nothing that cither government 
could ask of liiin that he was not prepar- 
ed to do. He was weak, vacillating and 
shiftv; connived at and assisted in tho 
suppression of Mr. Sruith's map and re- 
port; changed his mind as often as the 
country changed rulers, and was finally 
dismissed from office.'

- Our Public Schools, 

Mr 5 

I, v'To jTiiK Editor: — Our public school 

system is condemned by tho Protestant 
and Roman Catholic Bishops of the 
Province. The petition of the Homan 
C'fttiiolic Bishops to the Legislative As- 
sembly contains unanswerable accusa- 
tion.s, therefore T say emphatically the 
subject de.serves serious ami immediate 
consideration. 

The Colonht is our leading jiaper; it 
is to tho people of this Province what 
tho London Times is. to Englisliiuon; 
the mirror in which'the public mind is 
refletited; If it can be proved that our 
school system is the best that can be 
had Tlie Colonist will defend it; and if a 
reformation is necessary wg boliovo it 
will urge it with an irrosistablo power 
supported by tho people. Letters on 
the subject have already appeared in 
two local journals; but oan.se.s of great 
importance aro never tried in tho in- 
ferior courty, and thia cauao i;i entitled 
to a hearing in 2'ke Colonist because it 
is the Provincial High Court of Public 
Opinion. I have stated the facts that 
urge me to address this letter to you, 
and I believe they aresufhcient to con- 
vince you that tho evidence for and 
against oiJr public schools must be 
given in the High Court over which 
you preside. 

Now lot us take into consideration 
the accusations contained in the ])eti 
tion o£ tho Roman Catholic Bi.shop.s. 

Thoy .say, first 

"That tiio Catholic population paying 
taxes for public school purposes do not 
receive any benefit therefrom, as they are 
in conscience compelled to keep up thoir 
own schools in order to procuru to thoir 
offspring such education as their Church 
requires." 

Tiiat is tlio lione.st truth. 

"That tho School Law, as at present 
framed, is partiz.an, favouring only tho 
sect of irreligionists, and in abolishing re- 
ligious instruction in order to suit thoao 
wlio do not want it. Such law oppresses 
thoso who do want religious instruction 
for thoir children." 

The oppression complained of in that 
clause is not 'coiiSuod to the Catholics 
for the majority of the parents of all 
other religious danominationa attend 
other schools \n largo numbers. 

"Thot the absence of religious instruc- 
tion in school duos generally bring forth 
immoral youths, and consequently is a 
source of ovil. This is a fact acknow- 
ledged by Catholics and by iion-Catho- 
lics." 

It cannot bo denied. 

Fourth — "That tho present system of 
public schools reeiuires poor people to pay 
for tho schooling of tho rich man's child- 
ren; whereas, the rich should pay for tho 
instruction of thoir own children, and tho 
State should assist in educating tho child- 
ren of tho poor." 

That appears to me as good sound 
common sense. 

Fifth — "That education is a duty bo- 
longing to tho parents of tho children, not 
to the Stato." 

Yes, the duty belongs to the parents, 
but if they neglect to discharge it the 
State become responsible and it should 
under any circumstnncea reserve to 
itself tho right of' inspection and ex- 
amination. 

The sixth clause contains tho prayer 
of the petition: 

"We bog of your honourable bodj* to 
grant to tlio Catholic minority in this 
Province the same educational advantages 
which' the Protestant minority enjoys in 
the Province of Quebec." 

Every just avxn in tho Province will 
say it ought to bo granted. 

Now, Sir, tho mora I see of tlie 
w^orld the more I feel convinced that 
the religious education of children in 
school is a duty that cannot bo neglected 
without danger to the State. Tho re 
suit of education in schools where no 
religion is taught, and whoro Protest- 
ants, Catholics and Jews are in the 
same classes, must be tho destruction 
of all religious feeling. It is apparent 
that our public schools from which all 
religious teaching is excluded arc 
hostile to religion and therefore danger- 
ous to that system of order which is so 
necessary for the peace and prosperity 
of the whole human family. Order 
must bo preserved by Religion or the 
Dayonnt. Which is the best ? Which 
will the people choose? The multi- 
tudes in Eu.rope afllictcd by tho mis- 
fortunos which always attend on sur- 
plus populations des])ise religion, and 
will surely choose the bayonet. But 
the people in the peaceful solitudes of 
this beautiful land' whero want is un- 
known will discountenanco any sys- 
tem which, tisnds to deprive th era of 
tho peace which religion alone can 
secure. 

That tho mi.xed system of education 
is hostile to r(;ligion must bo very ap- 
parcul to all classes of society. Let us 
imagino three good huuiored boys at 
school together for three years, one is a 
Protestant, another a Jew, the third a 
Catholic. During all'that time the 
teacher never says a word on any re- 
ligious subject; but the books ])laced in 
the hands of the boys are full of \mn 
finges relating to the old religion of the 
Catholics, the older religion of the 
Jews and the modern religion of the 
Protestants. It is certain tho little 
fellows wiil have something to say on 
the subject. Tlie Jow will say tbo 
New Testament ia a myth, all a pure 
invention. At first this will oDend 
the other two. The mother of the 
Citholio taught him to say "The Hail 
Mary;" ic he repeats it tho other two 
laugh at liini; he says sotuethiiig wicked 
to the Jow, and tells tho Protestant 
that ho ought to road"Cobbect's History 
of tbo lleforniation." After a while 
tho three little fellows, wishing to bo 
good friends, us they ought to be, agree 
in saying that no religion J§ the best of 
all. I have been educated in a school 
where the mixed flystom of education 
was practiced and I declare solemnly I 
believo it is as dangerous to the human 
family as that disease of the raind in- 
flicted on tho multitude by the circu- 
lation of newspapers edited by ignorant 
men. A school teacher ought to believe 
in God; but under the present Bystcm 
Bob Ingeradll could be appointed head 
master of our high aohool. I have been 
in five hundred schools on this conti- 
nent as a visitor to see the boys, ond I 



declare the majority of thein are merely 
parrot.s. They know nothing of the 
meaning of words. How nianv of tho 
boys in tho fourth or fifth grades know- 
how to read Webster's Dictionary and 
explain the signs allixed to the letters 
and in foot notes i Not one in ten. 
Ask any one of tbo nine how the mean- 
ing of the word "accent" is affected by a 
change of emphasis from the first to tho 
second .syllable, and you will seo a face 
aa vacant as a poet's purse. Tho first 
duty of tho student of English is com- 
pletely disregarded, and the boy who 
knows nothing of tho meaning of words 
knows nothing at all of the language. 
In our public schools it i.s all chatter, 
chatter, and useful information is ex- 
cluded. 

In the United States the public .s;;liool 
system has had a fair trial and what ia 
the result } The country is infested by 
a vast army of tramps; a few of them 
aro old, rendered useless liy age; but 
ninety five per cent, of them are young 
men, educated in the public schools 
where thoy acquired a taste for a life 
of ease and the habit of despising in- 
dustry. Every city in tho union has a 
surplus sup])ly of clerks, and every 
state an abundant supply of land unoc- 
cupied I I 

Wo may judge uf tho stato of thr' 
world by reading the nowspuiiii-.s. In 
every luiul tho spirit of (lisconicnt, dis- 
ordor and ilisobediciice is growing 
stronger, and religion is laughed at. 
Now, I Btiy, religion is more necessary 
for a man than education. Without 
education a man ni.'ty be ii true friend, 
a good citizen; but without leligioii 
man ia a monster. All the boys in our 
public .schools will be men without re- 
ligion; and ull the girls Just as bad — 
beautiful monsters in bonnets. 

1 havo u great deal niore to say un 
thill subject. 1 undertake to [irovo iiv 
a [iublic oxainination in the schools 
that the studonts know nothing of the 
English language and in the II igh ( ou n 
of Public Opinion 1 think I will prove 
that the education they receive is tiai:- 
gerous to tbe stato and useless to then, 
selves.

Tho trial of a n.oiik in tho Piownco 
of Pultova for the murder of a brother 
monk throws a vivid light upon ilie 
morals of Russian monasteries, and pai- 
ticularly upon the inoiiastry of Peres- 
loU". It was proved in the trial, which 
resulted in the sentence of the iniiriJer 
or to life-long imprisonment in the Si- 
berian iiiiiies, that the brotherhood 
were iti tbe habit of palming olf upon 
the peasants at exorbitant prices, as 
relics of various saints, secondhand im- 
ages which had been l)ouglit for a trifl- 
ing sum at the Gn^at Fair. In.^telld of 
using propi.-r bread for the communion 
tlify em])loyed the refuse from their 
own tables, and fabricated sacranientol 
wine by mixing tea and vinegar. But 
these examples of fraud and penurious- 
ness fade into insignificanco when com- 
pared with the drunkenness and de- 
bauchery which prevailed iu the mon- 
astery. These disclosures have fortu- 
nately aroused public o|iinion in Rus- 
sia, which will not be satisfied, the Golos 
says, unless immediate action is taken 
to purify the monastic institutions of 
the Empire. 

Tho Greeks of Alexandria make tho 
dreadful charge that their fellow-towns- 
men, the Jews, at tho recent Feast of 
the Passover, kidnapped and killed a 
Greek child as a blood sacrifice. The 
simple fact is that three days after the 
boy disappeared his body was found in 
the harbour. The charge of blood sac- 
rifice was made, an uproar followed, 
and the Jews were set upon, some of 
them killed and many woundeil, and a 
general massacre was threatened. At 
a subsequent post-nwlem examination 
of the boy's body a dozeH doctors de- 
clared that it showed no wound to sup- 
port the charge made.
